The Physiciana Annoance That They sis 2 
Danger of an Epiden 4 at 
Williamsport During the Flood. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June %—Today is the 
tenth since the disaster in Conemaugh valley 
occurred, and the extent of the fatality can be 
apprec ciated wien itis known that bodies are 

still belig found wherever the men are at 
work. ouday one of the morgue directors 
was inet and asked the usnal question: 

“How many bodies recovered today ?’’ 

“Oh, not very many,’’ he replied; ‘‘I believe 
there were fifty — altogether 

The loss of life has been so great that fifty- 
cight bodies found in or. das y—even if that was 
the tenth vas a a light showing. 
Remains that are now, being removed from 
the drift are far advanced in decomposition, 
and the physicians in charge are advocat- 
ing their cremation as fast as found, as it is 
almost impossible to handle them safely. 

The work of clearing away the debris is pro- 
gressing very encouragingly. Woskmen were 
not required to proceed today, but nine-tenths 
of them volunteered to continue. Asa result, 
a large inroad was made onthe drift in the 
central portion of the city. Main street, which 
was the principal thoroughfare, and one of the 
worst blocked, 

IS NOW ABOUT CLEARED. 

The wreckage above the stone bridge work 
is going rather slowly. The force is small and 
the difficulties great. 

This has been a quiet day, owing to the fact 
that the railroads refused trains from Pitts- 
burg and other important points, and this kept 
out the influx of excursionists. Religious 
This has 
been the hottest day since the disaster, and 
the weather is-telling on the workmen. With 
the fires that are constantly kept - going, burn- 
ing up the rubbish, and the hot sun, many of 
them were exhausted before evening. The 
hot sun beating down on the wreckage above 
the bridge has developed the fact that many 
bodies of animals and probably human beings 
are yet in the ruins. The stench arising from 
this pile has been more offensive today than 
atany time yet, although at notime has it 
been as bad as reported. 

Governor Beaver arrived this morning about 
to’clock. He spent the dayzin visiting the 
RUINED PORTIONS OF THE CITY 
and in driving up Conemaugh valley. He had 
a conference this afternoon with the committee 
heretofore in charge and, ae a resuit, will 
assume controlon Wednesday morning. He 

left this evening for Philadelphia. 

The Western Union Telegraph company is 
pushing forward its lines and tomorrow will 
open an oflice in the Morrell building in 
Johnstown. The Associated press will also 
secure quarters in the city proper tomorrow 
and the whole newspaper force will then be 
transferred from the west side of the railroad 
bridge into what was the business portion of 
Johnstown.

‘They received slight injuries 
while at work clearing away the debris. Over 
600 persons were furnished medicine and at- 
tention by the physicians in charge of the hos- 
pitals. The tent hospitals have been practi- 
cally abandoned, as none of them have had a 
case for several days. The health of the val- 
ley is unusually good, notwithstanding reports 
of athreatened epidemic. The following bul- 
letin has been issued by the state board of 
health, and speaks for itself; 

HEALTH BULLETIN. 

The general condition of health in Jobnstown 
and vicinity is excellent. No epidemic disease of 
any kind prevails, horis it CXpected that any one 
will arise. The whole region has been divided into 
convenient districts and each placed under a com- 
petent sanitarian. The state board of health is 
prepared to mect all emergencies as they arise. 
The air is wholesome and the water generally pure. 
If the good heople of the devastated district will go 
on as they have nobly done tor the past week in 
their efforts to clear up thé wreckage, good health 
will certaimly be maintained, 

WHAT THE DOCTORS SAY. 

Dr. Groff said: ‘You may state for me that 
there are more doctors than patients. The 
general health of the people in town is excel- 
lent: much better than I expected. I ex- 
pected more sickness than there is. I really 
looked for an epidemic. It would have broken 
out, however, before this time if any was to 
come, and for this reason I feel perfectly safe 
in issuipg the above bulletin. There is hardly 
any typhoid fever in town and but little pneu- 
monia. The fears of diphtheria are un- 
founded. ‘There are a few cases of sore throat, 
but they are not serious enough to cause any 
alarm. Every effort is being made to have 
the people move out of their houses and into 
tents. Plenty of tents will be furnished by 
the state. Livingin open tents in the open 
air is more c onducive to good health than re- 
damp houses. The water is 
aud the air is pure. I will 
Sa again that the residents of 
Pittsburg and the cities below 
noed not fear to drink the river water There 
is no danger of its being contaminate d. 

Dr. J. S. Miller and Dr. F. M. Strouse are 
in charge of the Red Cross outpost, whiclare 
located in the very midst of the ruins. A flag 
of red cross on a white field of tents, waving 
upon the main tent is a welcome sign of refuge 
tomany whoare suddenly stricken w! hile at 
work on the ruins. The word “‘hospital’’ is 
feared by them and they would rather leave 
the citv ‘than to enter one. At the outpost 
they know they can be prescffbed for and can 
lie down for awhile to rest.

Governor Beavcr Says He Will 
Million Dollars for Retief. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 9.—There was an -im- 
portant mes tin: g¢ today, at which Governor 
Beaver, General H: stings, Sheriff McCand!e3s 
and a number of prominent people were pres 
ent. There was a general discussion of the 
situation. Mr. William McCreary, chairman 
of the relief committee, said he thought it was 
time the committee were relieved of the work 
of clearing away the debris by the state. 
Governor Beaver said all necessary money 
could be raised. There were 200 men who 
would become responsible for $5,000 each. 
He would give his bond to the state treasurer 
for $1,000,000, with those 200 men as bonds- 
men, and the state treasurer would then pay 
out’ $1,000,000 for the necessary work. 
When the legislature met, *the money 
withdrawn from the treasury could be 
appropriated. He said that the money 
already subscribed should be used entirely 
for the relief of the sufferers and the money 
from the state tfeasury,be used for restoring 
the vicinity to itscondition before the flood. 
All debts already contracted for the removal 
of debris should be paid, but all money paid 
out for this purpose from the relief fund would 
be refunded, so that every cent subscribed for 
the relief ot the stricken people should be 
used for that purpose alone. The governor has 
$250,000 in his hands now for the relief fund. 
A commission of seven well known men of 
the state will be appointed to distribute the 
relief fund and relieve the present committee. 

In aninterview tonight Governor Beaver 
said that he had been over the entire flooded 
district and found the supply depots all well 
filled, but they must soon be replenished. 

*T found the streams filled with debris and 
accumulated drift, in which there is a possi- 
bility of human bodies being imbedded, with 
the probability thatif they are allowed to re- 
main they will endanger the public health, 
leaving it more firmly impressed in my mind 
that the police powers of the state must be 
exercised to restore things to their normal 
condition, Funds which have come into my 
hands in such large amounts from so many 
quaried side_of the state, and which-have 
been imposed — mé as a sacced trust, will 
be expend: wholly and re for the 
benefit of individual suifers No part of it 
will be expended in manor which is legiti- 
mately the domain of the state under its 
police powers. - This I wish to emphasize, so 
that all contributors to the fund may feel 
assured that their money will be judicionsly 
and economically expende “i for the be nefit of 
sufferiug humanity, and not work, which 
should and will be undertaken by the state or 
municipal authorities.”

A LASS AND A GLASS. 


RED LIQUOR AND LEMUNADE OF 
THE SAME COLOR. 


A Tragedy on an Excursion Train Over a 
Glass of Lemonade—Pistols and Knives 
Get in Their Bleody Work. 


VaLposta, Ga, Jane ¥.—[Special.]—A cold, 
dreary disagreable day and an tnasual one for 
any season in this climate. Within pleasanter 
walls the cold chills would creep over you, 
but here in this jail, surround and faced 
by men, white and black, who.are here 
coufined because the law pronounced them un- 
fit to enjoy freedom and menace lMe U4 
property, one can scarcely do otherwise 
shudder. Murderers and thieves, 
convicts and defiant suspect. In the 
these men, seven in number, stan 
rather heavy built, dark leather cc" negro, 
with adow, retreating forehead and eyes deep 
set. Thisis Frank Blount, the man who one 
week ago sat Jaughing in the prisoners’ dock 
while judge and jury were 

TRYING HIM FOR HIS LIFE. 

Two weeks ago Blount was a free man, with 
no worse charge against him than being a no- 
torious gambler and a bad negro. The day 
was bright and cheery, and an excursion from 
Savannah to Valdosta was on deck. This 
was Monday, May 20th. Rejoicing in his 
might and power, Blount set out for a day of 
fun. He, together with a congenial friend, 
George Hill, boarded the excursion train at 
Waycross. 

Blount did not perhaps realize it, but he 
wentin to enjoy the day as if it were indeed 
his last day of untramme}lled freedom. He 
was notin Valdosta long until he knew the 
seven different places where he could buy all 
the whisky the whole excursion could want, 
and he got his share. 

THE TRAGEDY ON THE TRAIN. 

The train pulled out that night about seven 
o’clock, just before dark, It was well loaded 
with negroes and the negroes well loaded with 
liquor. 

A row was started inthe rear coach while 
the train was at the water tank, but was 
squelched. The sworn evidence at the tria! 
last’ week developed the following story in 
regard to the fatal rencounter: 

While the train was funning between Nay- 
lor, Lowndes county, and DuPont, Clinch 
county, George Lill, the companion of Blount, 
was standing in the aisle of the front car, 
treating a woman tolemonade. William Miller, 
of Savannah, attempted to pass by and was 
stopped by Hill. Miller insisted on passing, 
saying that Hillhad cut up enough already, 
Hill drew his knife and announced that “No 
d—d man shall pass until this woman drinks 
her lemonade.”’ Miller attempted to pass. 
Ifill struck at him with the knife. A _ by- 
stander warded oif the blow and tried to stop 
Hill, who made a second lunge at Miller. The 
third lick was more sure, the blade entering 
the left side of the face, ripping open the flesh 
down to and into the throat. Hill turned and 
run, and Miller, with aloud groan, dropped 
his head over on the wounded side. The 
blood tlew over the car and covered his linen 


- duster as he staggered down the car. 


Just at this instant Frank Blount, holding 
his pistol directly in front of his body, fired at 
Miller, the ball 

ENTERING HIS BACK NEAR THE SPINE, 

Pandemonium reigned. Shrieks,yells and 
curses made the air lurid, and frightened ne- 
groes broke.from the car. The train was 
stopped and Hill and Blount jumped off. 
Miller was carried into the refreshment car, 
and died of his wounds shortly after reaching 
Savannah next morning. He wasa draymap, 
and said to be sober, steady and reliable. 

George Hill has not yet been captured. 
Frank Blount was captured in“ Jasper, Fla., 
on Saturday after the murder. On Monday 
he was placed in jail here, and on Tuesday 
arraigned in the superior court, which wss 
then in session. Judge Alexander, of Thom- 
asville, Judge Whittington and Colone] Ram- 
sey, of Valdosta, conducted the defense, and 
Colonel J. M. Wilkinson, of Valdosta, aided 
Solicitor-Genoral Rountree in the prosecu- 
tion. The evidence was plain and convinging 
and the yerdict of guilty was anticipated by 
all. 

Blount was the coolest man your correspond- 
ent has ever seen arraigned. in the dock, and 
laughed inan amused way at any little sally of 
witnesses or attorney. He sobered up while 
the judge was passing sentence, but received 
the sentence 

WITHOUT THE QUIVER OF A MUSCLE. 

Since his conviction he has been contined in 
Lowndes county jail, in company with Joe 
Lewis, the murderer of Bill Deloach. He 
seems perfectly indifferent as to his fate, and 
told his lawyers today that ‘the didn’t carea 
d——’’ whether he was hungornuot. As his 
attorneys received no encouragement from 
him, they will not appeal the case. 

There is talk of petitioning the governor to 
commute Blount’s sentence, but sueh a paper 
will not be extensively signed here. This 
murder was the ninth one committed in this 
county within less than two years, and Blount 
is thesecond man to be convicted, the other one 
being sent up for life, Our people think it time 
for the law to become a menace to evii doers, 
and there is little doubt that Blount will have 
to suffer the extreme penalty of law on the 26th 
day of next July.

Hence, whichever way we 
look at it the inference is conclusive, that 
notwithstanding the yield has again passed 
the seven-million-bale limit, {it has by no 
means reached the fullcapacity of the land 
planted; at least a million bales will have 
to be added to the present production before 
we can call the cropa full one.

Just Across the Line. 

The fellows just across the line don’t 
know what they are talking about. 

The Chicago Tribune, a newspaper sensi- 
ble enough to know better, expresses the 
opinion that ‘‘the trouble in the cotton 
states is the laziness of the whites and their 
determination to live off the toil of others,”’ 

The Tribune has frequent!y spoken of th 
south’s rapid progress since the war, Does 
it suppose a lazy people living off the toil of 
others capable of making such progress, or 
does it credit the negroes and northern im- 
migrants witlf our advancement in material 
things? Our contemporary knows, if it 
knows anything, that the negroes did not 
bnild up Atlanta, Birmingham and our other 
cities and towns, nor have they built our 
railways, or developed our mines, or pushed 
to the front a score of other profitable in 
dustries. Northern immigrants did not do 
this—there are not enough of them in the 
south to be considered when we come to re- 
view what has been accomplished since the 
surrender at Appomattox. 

During the four years of the war the 
southern whites exhibited an industry fully 
equai to their courage and endurance. Our 
soldiers did not spend their time marching 
and counter—marching in holiday uniforms. 
They dug ditches, built bridges, constructed 
roads through the forests and over the 
mountains, and when they were not fight- 
ing were engaged in harder work than usu 
ally falls tothe lot of the average laborer. 
When peace Cane they found their homes 

ashes and their plantations utterly 

without live stock or even the 

common implements needed for the simplest 

farming.

Such pluck, patient work and economy 
produced their natural results, The scars 
of war disappeared, and the south soon 
leaped to the front to successfully compete 
with some of the oldest and most prosperous 
industries of the north. 

- Laziness could not have created what the 
Tribune calls the new south, t took the 
almost superhuman work of both brain and 
hand vo place our people where they stand 
today. Naturaily our prosperity has en 

abled many southerners to comfortably en- 
joy the fruits of their labor. They employ 
workers. They enter the professions. They 
travel and see the world. Even on their 
own ground the northerners have been 
matched if not over-matched by these so- 
called lazy southerners. Roger A. Pryor 
went to the top of the legal profession in 
New York, and the Inmans, Wilsons, Stev- 
ensons, Caihouns and others took their 
place among the great capitalists and rail- 
road men of the country. Other southerners 
made their homes in northern cities to be- 
come the managing editors of great dailies 
and the superintendents of vast concerns 
requiring energy, executive ability and in- 
In literature scores of southern 
writers rushed past hundreds of well-estab- 
lished favorites and crowded them out of the 
inagazines and supplanted them in the favor 
of the Eng.ishi-speaking world. 

This is not she record of a lazy people 
living off the toil of others. Prosperity has 
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not caused our industry to slacken, At- : 


lanta’s professional men and merchants 
reach their offices and stores an hour earlier 
than their contemporaries in Chicago, and 
leave two hours later. Our workingmen 
put in their ten hours a day without strik- 
Ing every month or two to secure the eight 
hour system. This does not look like lazi- 
nese, 

But the Chicago paper knows that its stale 
old slander is a slander. It knows that the 
white Americans are the same everywhere, 
and mere lines drawn onamap cannot 
change them. Of course we cannot help 
thinKing that we are a little better than the 
fellows just across the line—it is a natural 
feeling and we cannot help it, but all the same 
itisa piece of folly. It takes asolemn crisis 
—a great calamity—to make us realize that 
blood is thicker than water. When we had 
the yellow fever in Florida and the earth- 
quake at Charleston the fellows on the other 
side of the line gave in an open-handed way 
like brothers, and now that the good people 
of the Conemaugh valley are suffering 
thousands of big-hearted men and women 
on this side of the line are sending them 
money, provisions and clothing. 

Sectional prejudice is the most foolish of 
all foolish things. Instead of always fight- 
ing the fellow just across the line the sensi- 
ble thing to do is to get acquainted with him. 
When the northern and southern people 
know each other better they will join hands 
and go to work to plant and manufacture 
everything that is needed by the outside 
world, The pursuit of the almighty dollar 
will make us one people yet! 


A Dry Goods Trust, 

There seems to be no end to trusts in this 
country, and some of them are engineered 
by British syndicates, notably the brewery 
trust. There is another movement on foot 
to organize a dry goods trust. 

It is said on good authority that negotia- 
tions are now pending which will result in 
transferring to a number of foreign capital- 
ists some of the largest dry goods houses of 
New York. The Philadelphia Inquirer, 
commenting on this movement, says: 

It is but a few months ago that the agents of 
another English syndicate invaded this country for 
the purpose of buying all the breweries they conld, 
witha view to obtaining a practical monopoly of 
the business. The success with which they met has 
encouraged other moneyed men to move on the 
dry goods houses, not without success, if reports be 
true, 

Their genera! plan is modeled after that of the 
brewery purcbasers, The houses which they 
acquire possession of will be allowed to run on 
apparently as befure, the names and natures of the 


plac sundergoing no change. Lut a vast portion 
of the profits will find their way across the water 
hereafter, if ail goes as is expected. Very natu- 
rally, the other dealers look on the moveinent with 
great concern, as the influence of so wealthy an 
aggregation would be potent upon the trade, 

It would be interesting to kuow whether all the 
best paving businesses are to be allowed to pass into 
the hands of foreigners. We have them now in 
our railroads, mines, cattle ranches and lumber 
camps. They own many of our breweries and dic- 
tate the policy of some banks. And yet there is so 
much money in this country that capitalists are 
always on the lookout for safe investments, and are 
even locking it up where it draws but three per 
cen’, 

A dry goods trust would indeed be a 
serious affair, but the probability is that it 
would fall to pieces of its own weight. It 
might have temporary success, but even in 
that case it would have to buy up all the 
cotton, woolen and silk mills in the coun- 
try, and such a scheme as that would 
scarcely be contemplated by any sane per- 
son.

The police, however. struck his trail before 
he took final leave of the. city, and three bul- 
lets cut pretty close to his retreating form, and 
tended to accelerate his speed 

About noon yesterday somebody telephoned 
the police station that Tom iliver had just been 
seen crossing Foundry d was going 
out Magnolia at a rapid 

Ina few minutes five mounted men were 
galloping to that part of the city. They were 
Captain James Wright, Sergeant Mike White 
and Mounted Officers Ivey, Lanford and 

Valton. 

They rode down Magnolia to the city limits, 
but saw nothing of the murderer, though a 
sharp lookout was kept all the way. They 
then separated, some skirting the pine thicket 
out there and others searc hing r through it. 

Sergeant ‘White tiushed a negro and chased 
hin nearly to the river only to find that he was 
the wrong man. 

As Otlicers Lanford and Walton were re- 
turning to the city a man rushed up to them 
and shouted: 

‘Tom Oliver is ina house on an alley running 
into West Hunter street, and if you’ll be quick 
you'll catch him. 

The oflicers clapped spurs to their horses 
and galloped to the alley, Walton 
ridding into one end and Lanford into 
the other, They kept their eyes open 
and having met in front of the house pointed 
out, dismounted and went in, only to find that 
they had struck the wrong house. They were 
informed that the hegro was in a house on the 
other side of the alley. They made a break 
for the house, and found a crowd in the back 
yard. 

Just as they were entering the yard a little 
white boy said: 

“One of them little niggers behind 
the house said just now that the police got 
there too late; that Tom Oliver ran out 
through the back yard, while you all was over 
at the other house.”’ 

It wasevenso. The bird had flown and the 
tracks were there in the back yard to prove it. 
The negro was notin sight and nobody could 
tell which way he had gone. 

Ofiicer Wa!ton rode rapidly over to Marietta 
street, and securing Jcnes’s brace of hounds, 
carried them over and turned them into the 
back yard. It was some time before the dogs 
took any interest in the tracks. After awhile, 
however, they struck the trail and darted in 
the direction of Bellwood, the officers follow- 
ing. They made a circle through Bellwood 
and then seemed to lose the trail, and as they 
did not take a fresh start, the chase was given 
up and the oflicers returned to town. 

About five o’clock a telephone message from 
West End announced that Tom Oliver was 
going through the outskirts of that place, and 
that Patrolman Beaver was in hot pursuit. 

Sergeant Curtright and several officers has- 
tened in that direction, but ai few 
minutes after they left a second telephone 
message stated that Officer Beaver had 
just fired three shots in quick succession at the 
fieeing murderer, but was too far from him to 
bring him down. It was also said that the 
fugitive was going in the direction of the glass 
works.
